_ recommend treating, the soil with either Aldrin or Heptechlor. Either of these 

materials can be obteined as a dust from your seed store. 

fhe wire-worm eats into the stalk of ‘the ‘young. plent below the surface of the 
soil, causing the top to die, The worm will algo bite the bulbs, causing small 
scabs to appeer. on the bulbs and probably. spread disease from bulb to bulb. 

We have noted in our own fields that moles will not come into soil that has 
been treated with.either of the above materials, yet hundreds. of moles were in 
adjoining pastures. These dusts should work equally well for your lawn or flow- 
er garden, but we do not recommend for 7 OUR MSs Adee as it may cause 


en} unpleasant flevor in root Crops.
